Propuction of copper in the United States will 
reach a new high level this year. The total estimate 
is 975,000,000 pounds, whereas in the preceding year 
there was a total of 869,000,000 pounds, and 918,000,- 
000 in 1906. Comparison with 1895 shows that the 
production has nearly trebled, for in that year the 
total was 381,000,000 pounds. Including Canada and 
Mexico, the total for the year is estimated at 1,100,- 
000 pounds. In 1907 the three countries produced 
1,015,000,000 pounds, and it was 1,172,000,000 in 


1906. 


In announcing this week that the new ten-cent 
special delivery stamp will be shortly placed on sale, 
the Postoffice Department at Washington calls public 
attention to its opposition to discontinuing the use of 
that stamp. This is despite the authorized practice of 
affixing ten cents worth of stamps of any denomination 
with the words “special delivery” written or printed 
on the envelope, in addition to the ordinary postage 
on mail matter. While that practice is designed as a 
convenience where it is impossible to obtain the special 
delivery stamp, the latter is advantageous to postal 
employes in insuring their instant recognition of that 
class of mail.

side of their trade, as well as the practical experience 
in the shops, Ira D. Shaw, educational director of the 
Kensington Y. M. C. A., Philadelphia, delivered an 
address at the meeting of the Sheet Metal Manufac- 
turers’ Association on December 15, at the Hotel 
Walton, Philadelphia. Mr. Shaw cited such schools 
in Cincinnati and other cities, which were proving 
highly successful in providing the workmen and ap- 
prentices with opportunities to supplement their daily 
shop work with a knowledge of the theory of the work, 
so that they may become able to handle their problems 
more intelligently. 








Tue board of general appraisers of New York has 
sustained a protest filed by two New York importing 
firms against the imposition by the collector of a 45- 
per cent duty on steel rivets. The merchandise was 
classified by the authorities as a “manufacture of 
metal.” The importers on the other hand, set up the 
contention that duty should have been exacted on the 
goods as “rivets of steel” with a tax of only two cents 
a pound, It was remarked in the board’s decision 
that the point taken by the importers was meritorious. 
Intra steel wire rods imported and assessed for duty at 
the appropriate rate for “steel bars,” were held by the 
board to have been wrongly classified. Instead, the 
claim of an importing firm for lower duty under the 
provision for “steel wire rods valued at over four 
cents a pound,” was upheld. The board also sustained 
claims filed by the same firm relating to strip steel, and 
cold-rolled steel importations. 








At THE fourth annual convention of the National 
Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers held in 
: Chicago last August, W. H. Barnard of 
Sheet Metal Norfolk; Va., then secretary of the as- 
Prat oS sociation, introduced the following reso- 
lution, which was passed by the associa- 

tion : 

“Resolved, That a permanent committee of five be ap- 
pointed from the floor to be known as the ‘Committee on 
Legislation,’ whose duty it shall be to do the necessary work 
to induce municipalities in this country to adopt building laws 
favorable to the use of sheet metals on buildings in place ot 
materials of a combustible nature.” 

The “Committee on Legislation’’ appointed consists 
of: Robt. Kain, Cleveland, O.; John Bogenberger, 
Milwaukee, Wis.; F. J. Hoersting, Dayton, O.; Al 
Bourlier, Louisville, Ky.; E. T. Wilkinson, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. 

The work that has been assigned this committee is 
of a highly important character, and one which is 
calculated, if carried out to the fullest extent, to be of 
immense value not only in reducing te a very large 
extent the annual fire losses in this country but also in 
adding greatly to the serviceability and to the life of 
buildings. Lf municipalities could be prevailed upon 
to pass laws compelling the use of metal cornices, 
metal window caps, metal skylights or metal roofs in 
place of inflammable ones, it would take but very little 
time to demonstrate in a practical manner the actual 
superiority of sheet metal material in building con- 
struction over that of wood. 

The “Committee on Legislation” of the Master 
Sheet Metal Workers’ Association is composed of men 
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than whom it would be a difficult matter to select any 
who are better qualified for this work and whose ex- 
perience is wider. There is a great opportunity af- 
forded this committee to perform a service to the mas- 
ter sheet metal workers of the country which will bene- 
fit the: trade immeasurably. If by their efforts the 
amount of inflammable material used in building con- 
struction could be reduced even in a few communities 
and sheet metal substituted therefor, it would not be 
long before the use of sheet metal in building construc- 
tion in such instances where sheet metal can be used 
instead of wood, would become universal in this coun- 
try, with the consequent benefit to the sheet metal 
worker and a reduction in fire insurance rates. It is 
to be hoped that the committee referred to will give 
a good account of their stewardship at the next annual 
convention of the Master Sheet Metal Workers. 








At a recent meeting of The Technical Publicity 
Association held in New York City, Charles’S. Red- 
Trade field, president of the association and ad- 
Journals in Verttising manager of The Yale & Towne 
Europe and Mfg. Co., New York, spoke at length 
America. upon the subject of “Foreign Advertis- 
ing,” and contributed some interesting information re- 
lating to European trade journalism, as obtained by 
him during extensive visits to that country. Mr. Red- 
field strongly advised against American manufacturers 
using the European trade papers for advertising pur- 
poses except in the case where the manufacturer 
might have a representative on the other side who 
could carry on the advertising campaign systematic- 
ally and exercise due supervision over it. The follow- 
ing are excerpts from Mr. Redfield’s address: 


“Tt seems that the trade papers of Europe can be most 
justly dealt with by giving them a good ‘knocking;’ but, on 
the other hand, there is an unwritten law somewhere that 
‘you should not knock or kick anyone who is down’—and 
the trade papers of Europe may certainly be considered down 
and more or less out. 

“It is of course an old saying that where there is a de- 
mand there will be a supply, and the average business man 
in Europe, will probably tell-you that the poor quality of the 
supply is because there is little demand for good trade pa- 
pers in the various industries. 

“To my mind, however, a properly conducted trade paper 
produces its own demand, and then proceeds to fill it. Its 
mission is a definite one in America, and its place in the 
business world a definite place. 

“France (where I spent nearly a month) has no strong 
papers in the hardware and machinery fields, aside from one 
or two in the latter field which are rather more scientific than 
commercial in their aims. In England the condition is a 
little more like America. The Germans have been called the 
‘Yankees’ of Europe, and I cannot express myself too strong- 
ly in commending their energy and wide-awakeness. Imita- 
tion of competitors’ goods, and competitors’ methods, is 
keen everywhere (certainly we are used to it in this coun- 
try) but for slavish imitation of everything which promises 
to earn a dollar for the imitator, Germany has the rest of 
the world ‘skinhed to death.’ F 

“The respect ofall the older countries for American ideas 
specially impressed me. That the trade paper performs ab- 
solutely necessary Work at home is not a subject to question; 
that the trade papers in Europe will in time develop and 
becomé genuine influences for good in their several lines 
there is also no question—but it will be a matter of years. 
At present for any American manufacturer to attempt to 
use extensively the trade papers of Europe to push the sale 
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of his product, is, in my judgment, money very poorly in- 
vested; except as he may have some wise and careful agents 
in the various countries who are capable of taking and us- 
ing a certain amount of trade paper space; watching it care- 
fully; loading the paper with reading notices, and generally 
exercising that supervision which can only be given when 
close at hand. : 

“Theoretically, the proper paper for an American to adver- 
tise in is one printed and distributed in the country which 
he wishes to reach, but practically it seems likely that good 
trade papers printed in America, and intelligently distributed 
abroad, may be better mediums than the feeble efforts which 
are the rule rather than the exception abroad.” 

Whether or not the trade journals of Europe or any 
other country fail to fulfill their mission, does not in 
any, way affect the status and office of the up-to-date 
trade paper as an indispensable agent in marketing 
the products of a country and promoting its com- 
merce. The successful trade paper creates the de- 
mand for the commodities which its columns treat of. 
It performs all the functions of an experienced sales- 
man. It arouses the interest of the prospective buyer 
in the goods which it advertises, and accomplishes 
things. which the best salesman on earth cannot do. 
for the reason that where twenty purchasers may be 
reached by a salesman, many, many times that num- 
ber are brought into intimate contact with the p1o- 
ducer in the same time through the trade paper. There 
is absolutely no comparison between the two selling 


agencies. 








CoMMERCIAL failures in the United States during 
the month of November, according to statistics com- 
piled by R. G. Dun & Co., were 1,120 in 


Failure number and $12,599,912 in amount of 
Mgpres liabilities. In the corresponding month

of 1907, there were 1,180 failures with a 
defaulted indebtedness of $17,637,011. In addition 
to this improvement in commercial failures there was 
also a gratifying decrease in banking losses, 10 sus- 
pensions this year for $863,181, comparing with 30 
similar failures last year, when the amount involved 
was $09,144,225. Manufacturing failures were 273 in 
number and $5,277,420 in amount, against 305 similar 
defaults last year, when the amount involved was 
$10,927,598. Trading failures were 799 against 840 
last year, and liabilities of $5,731,104 compared with 
$5,640,065. 

It is to be expected that the commercial mortality 
will now begin to make favorable comparisons with 
the corresponding date last year, as business was most 
disturbed at that time, whereas there has been a 
marked improvement for some months. That there 
is reason ‘for encouragement is found in the gradual 
improvement, liabilities of failures in November being 
smaller than in any month of the year, and but little 
larger than in November, 1906, while there is an ac- 
tual decrease in comparisons with the corresponding 
month in 1903. 

It has been noteworthy of late that rapid progress is 
being made in reducing the percentage of idle ma- 
chinery, while each week has brought. reports of 
thousands of wage earners returning to work in fac- 
tories and mills that had been partially or wholly 
closed for nearly a year. A measure of this progress 
is seen in the reduction of over one-half in the liabil- 
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ities of manufacturing failures as compared with those 
of November, 1907. . 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

In glancing over the pages of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN of December 5 I read with interest two 
items concerning the careers in politics of two mem- 
bers of the trade; one a stove man and the other a 
hardware man. The stove man, John Boehne, of 
Evansville, Ind., is making great headway in politics, 
while the hardware man, Morris Belknap, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., is also becoming a political factor in his 
town and county. Mr. Boehne, who is now mayor of 
Evansville, by reason of his election to Congress from 

_the First Indiana District, will pass up the job as 
mayor of his town in March of next year, when he 
will be sworn in as a congressman. Mr. Belknap, who 
is vice-president of the Belknap Hardware & Manu- 
facturing Company, of Louisville, has been appointed 
chairman of. the advisory board of the Republican 
Executive Committee of Louisville and Jefferson 
county. It is gratifying to learn that two such well- 
known members of the trade have become so promi- 
nently identifiéd with political affairs, and I congratu- 
late both of these gentlemen upon their election to two 
offices where they will be in a position to make their 
presence in politics felt. If there ever was a time 
when this country needed the advice arid assistance 
of practical and experienced men in the administration 
of its affairs it is the present. Bills are constantly being 
introduced into the legislature which, if rushed through 
in accordance with the selfish motives of many 
of the promoters of the measures, would unquestion- 
ably work untold harm to the business of the country 
There are all kinds of politicians who care not what 
the results may be provided they can be instrumental 
in securing the passage of legislation which will in- 
crease their bank account. This country is today 
honeycombed ‘with such unscrupylous _ politicians, 
many of whom would be more appropriately situated 
at the head of a crap table. Keep moving, Messrs. 
Boehne and Belknap! This country needs more men 
in politics of your stamp.

At an exhibit of metal work now being made in a 
little show on Stony Island Avenue, Chicago, just 
around the corner of Fifty-seventh Street, a very in- 
teresting experiment is being carried on by a number 
of schoolboys under the direction of Miss Gertrude 
Van Hoesen, head of the department of metal working 
at the University of Chicago. Miss Van Hoesen be- 
lieves that she has found an effective remedy for the 
high school fraternity fad, and I am inclined to think 
that she has too. The exhibitors are known as the 
Guild of Metal Workers, and are ten boys from the 
Roy school, Hyde Park high school and the University 
high school. Almost every day after school and on 
Saturday morning since the school term opened the 
boys will be found in this pretty little shop hammering 
up bowls, trays, etc. Every month each boy draws a 
‘um of money in proportion to his ability, and each 
one gets 10 per cent of his sales. Two years ago Miss 
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Van Hoesen organized the guild as an experiment in 
industrial education. It is an effort to discern at what 
age boys will not only be able to make a salable article, 
but at what age they acquire an ideal of such article. 
Miss Van Hoesen has found that invariably no one be- 
low seventh grade was able to do so, and she is con- 
vinced now that this experiment, if undertaken on a 
larger scale, would solve the problem as to the age at 
which trade schools could take ‘the place of the present 
manual training. Miss Van Hoesen deserves the 
hearty support of everybody in her undertaking. If 
Jawn D. and Andy C. would only loosen up, and, in- 
stead of giving so much of their hard-earned cash to 
wealthy universities and public libraries, would spend 
some of their surplus coin on the founding and for the 
maintenance of such institutions as Miss Van Hoesen 
is now conducting, more beneficial and more tangible 
results would accrue from it. This country is, at the 
present time, more sadly in need of trained. artisans 
than it is of entomologists, zoologists and anthropolo- 
gists.

Uncle Sam is worried over the failure of the United 
States Civil Service Commission to get him an editor. 
The chair in the sanctum of the Experiment Station 
Record, a red-hot monthly devoted to cattle society 
and oleomargarine endurance contests, is vacant. The 
job pays $1,500 a year. An examination was held in 
the Brooklyn postoffice, but only one applicant ap- 
peared. He promised to raise the standard of the 
Record and to swell the circulation by making a cow- 
to-cow canvass for new subscribers. “They looked 
me over,” said this editor, “and decided to give the 
other editors of the country a second chance to try 
for the job. They refused to believe that there was 
only one editor who wanted to work for the govern- 
ment. It was real funny when I got to the postoffice. 
I was escorted to one of the rooms by three or four 
attendants. Half a dozen more men spent fifteen or 
twenty minutes slipping bars and bolts and raising 
windows. Another bunch rushed at me with a stock 
of papers. Then the whole mob got together and de- 
cided it wouldn’t pay to hold the exam. for one candi- 
date.” ‘‘What do you suppose kept the other editors 
away?” he was asked. 

“T can’t figure that out,” was the reply. “It’s a 
fabulous amount of’ money for the modest require- 
ments of the job, and think of the honor of slinging 
ink for the government. All it requires is a perfect 
knowledge of entomology, economic zoology and vet- 
erinary science, together with a working assortment 
of French, German, Irish, Hindustani, African, Eng- 
lish and Italian. 

“Of course, you are expected to qualify on the read- 
ing, writing and ’rithmetic and letter writing. You've 
got to be a ready letter writer to work for the govern- 
ment these days. Animal husbandry and dairy phi- 
losophy are some of the minor subjects included in the 
examination.” 

The examination was held for two days. The first 
day was for the examination proper, and the second 
day, I suppose, to give the candidate a chance to re- 
gain consciousness. Cows and German! What a 
combination for an editor! And all for $1,500 per!

A conference between the Stove Founders’ National 
Defense Association and the molders’ union was held 
at the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, on December 16 
and 17. The machine question was discussed at length, 
and other matters taken up. The wage scale for 1909 
will be the same as it was for 1908. 

The Snyder & Baker Stove Works, Belleville, Ill., 
are rebuilding the structure which was recently de- 
stroyed by fire. In addition they are putting up a 
brick building, 50 x 100 feet, which will be used as a 
polishing, plating and buffing department. They will 
be ready to operate this new department about Feb- 
ruary I. 

Allen W. Williams, Columbus, Ohio, secretary of 
the Central Association of Stove: Manufacturers, was 
recently appointed secretary of the Midland Club by 
the executive committee of that organization to suc- 
ceed John B. Jones. No more competent man could 
be found to fill this position than Mr. Williams and 
the Midland Club is to be congratulated upon having 
secured his services. 

To give space and facilities for increased business 
the firm of A. Weiskittel & Son of Baltimore, Md., 
~ manufacturers of stoves and hollow ware, will erect 
a large addition to their plant. It will be two stories 
high, of brick and reinforced concrete. It will have 
a frontage of 100 feet with a depth of 200 feet. The 
firm, during the last year, spent about $75,000 on 
improving their plant. ; 

The Ohio Hotelmen’s Association held their annual 
convention at Cleveland, Ohio, last week. The Born 
Steel Range Co. took advantage of the occasion to ar- 
range an attractive display of hotel ranges and kitchen 
utensils, and a part of the official program allowed 
for three hours’ visit to the warerooms of the Born 
Steel Range Co., 2163 and 2165 E. goth street, on De- 
cember 10. About 225 hotel men with their wives and 
friends accepted the invitation, and after the inspec- 
tion of the premises partook of an exquisite luncheon. 
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There was orchestral music during the. reception and 
luncheon. *The ladies in the patty were recipients of 
American Beauty roses, and carnations were furnished 
to men. Handsome souvenirs were distributed, and 
the occasion was one long to be remembered, as the 
function was carefully planned and splendidly carried 
out. 

The Central Association of Stove Manufacturers 
held a meeting at Columbus, Ohio, on December 15. 
It was largely attended, some 25 companies being rep- 
resented. The members present lunched together in 
the German room of the Hotel Chittenden. Prospects 
for business next year are considered good: The for- 
mer officers were all re-elécted for the ensuing year, 
and arrangements were completed to put in force on 
January 1, the cash discount on coal and wood stoves 
of 2 per cent within 30 days. 


A peculiar fire which burned for three days in a 
pile of 4,000 tons of soft coal at the big stove plant 
at Dowagiac, Mich., of the Estate of P. D. Beckwith, 
Inc., threatened for a time to work damage to the 
plant. The coal pile, which was 30 to 35 feet deep, 
was surrounded on three sides by the walls of the 
Beckwith stove plant. The walls of the foundry 
grew so hot that it was feared they would collapse. 
A number of firemen in their efforts to put out the 
fire were overcome by gas from the burning coal. 

E. H. Castle, who has been in charge of the Chi- 
cago office of the Comstock-Castle Stove Co., Quincy, 
Ill, has been appointed secretary and general manager 
of the Thos. White Stove Co. of Quincy, one of the 
oldest and best known stove manufacturing concerns 
in the West. Mr. Castle will mové his wife and family 
to Quincy in January. Since the year 1897 he has 
been in charge of the Comstock-Castle Stove Co.’s 
Chicago office, and this promotion is a tribute to the 
very successful work accomplished by him in Chicago. 


The December issue of “Graphite,” the monthly 
publication of the Joseph Dixon Crucible Co., Jersey 
City, N. J., contains much useful information relative 
to the different forms of graphite and their respective 
uses.

STOVE DESIGN. 


The eye of mankind with delight often glows 
As it views the designs of artistic stoves. 
The following paper was read by Harry E. Borzell 
and was the subject of much favorable comment after 
the banquet was over: 


The subject of “Stove Design” may not appear as im- 
portant to the manufacturer as it does to the stove sales- 
man, more especially those who come into direct contact 
with the consumer or “Queen of the Kitchen,” whether she 
be housewife or cook, for from this source we receive the 
expressions of likes and dislikes as to designs, and while too 
much credit cannot be given to the pattern maker or stove 
designer for keeping up with high art of the present day, 
yet many lose sight of the fact that art in the kitchen differs 
materially from that of the parlor, which is demonstrated by 
the vast amount of nickeled trimmings used to decorate and 
ornament this important fixture of the kitchen upon which 
our health and existence depend (for food not properly 
cooked would be a detriment to both). 


THE HOUSEWIFE’S FAVORITE STOVES. 


Instead of nickeled ornaments the “Queen of the 
Kitchen” would appreciate much better a plain, massive- 
* looking stove, with sixteenth century effect; no carving ex- 
cept imitation, heavy strap hinges with large head bolts and 
large catch locks to give it the appearance of “hand-made” 
wrought-iron trimming riveted to wrought-iron doors, so as 
to lend the appearance of strength and durability, as was the 
aim of our forefathers in everything they manufactured. 
This style of a kitchen stove would save labor for the cook 
and yet maintain its beauty and importance in the kitchen. 
With heating stoves it is different, especially those used 
in the parlor, dining room or library. It is here “high art” is 
looked for, so as to be in harmony with its surroundings. 


PROGRESS IN STOVE DESIGNING, 


When we compare the progress of stove designs for the 
past twenty-five years, we can readily see that it has kept 
pace with all improvements—from the days of the old stage 
coach conveyance to the present day underground and ele- 
vated roads, from the horse to electric power, and still we 
are not satisfied, for in the next twenty-five years we can 
reasonably expect to be carried from town to town, city to 
city, by the short or aerial line, skimming along in mid air 
as do the birds of today. 

When we look back twenty-five years and review the 
show room of the stove dealer, filled with the old-fashioned 
flat-top “Niagara” cooks, “Uncle Sam” and “United States” 
step, “Naomi,” “Welfare” and “Welcome” five-hole ranges, 
all-cast cannon and egg, hand-made sheet iron, brick-lined 
gas burner, and other stoves of similar design, without a 
vestige of ornamentation except perchance a few raised lines 
in the carving, well might we shudder and say: What a 
dreary, black junk shop the stove store was in those days! 
(A visit to Memorial Hall, Fairmount Park, Philadelphia, 
will reveal, in a well-preserved state, wood stoves of more 
ancient designs than those mentioned.) 

How different when we enter the up-to-date stove store 
of today! We are immediately attracted by its glistening 
beauty, as each manufacturer strives to outdo his competitor 
in ornamentation and design. The splendid array of glisten- 
ing nickel greets the eye and makes us feel as though we 
were entering an art shop. 

While the rising generation, who are brought up in the 
modern homes, scarcely know what a stove is, these homes 
being equipped with hot-air, steam, or hot-water heating 
apparatus placed in the cellars, it nevertheless does one good 
to enter the humble, old-fashioned, country home and see 
the cheerful glow of the fire burning in a highly decorated 
stove of handsome design. 


STOVES IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


Through the courtesy of Mr. Fred. G. Nixon-Nirdlinger, 
manager of the Nixon and Zimmerman theaters, Philadel 
phia, who has just returned from abroad, I am privileged to 
reproduce the following interesting article: 

“Perhaps one of the most interesting objects of ohserva- 
tion during my travels in foreign lands was a close contact 
with the stoves in use over there, and which, strange to say, 
differed materially in almost every country we visited. 

A STOVE OF COFFIN DESIGN. 


“Not being a stove expert or a ‘Sherlock Holmes’ in 
deducting novelties, I suppose the very interesting observa 
tion of these gaunt heat-givers might have been lost entirely 
had they not been thrust upon us, as it were, in the Grandel- 
wald, Switzerland, where, in the pretty little Swiss challais 
which we occupied, appeared what seemed to us a weird-look- 
ing object in the corner. We arrived at our destination very 
late and after being shown to a comfortable room did not pay 
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much attention to the fixings or surroundings, as, like’ all 
true tourists, we were good and tired, With the aid of a 
little sunshine next morning we thought we felt a cold-chill 
two-step along our spines, when the appearance of a queer 
object in the- corner seemed to spell coffin. In fact, it 
spelled it so substantially that the ladies, who were a trifle 
timid, despite the comfortable surroundings, wanted to 
change their quarters, which, of course, brought about further 
inspection, and, as the thing was made of stone or a sort of 
concrete, it seemed to be more of a puzzle than ever. Fi- 
nally, in almost sheer desperation, after trying to understand 
a German and Frenchman’s description of what it really was, 
we accompanied the garcon into an adjoining room, where 
we found the table with solid base was the furnace, and the 
two or three rooms adjoining the outlets, and which I do not 
mind mentioning, proved a very welcome addition to the 
furnishings, as we encountered one or two Alpine snow 
storms despite the fact that our visit was in July. 
STOVES OF ALL SHAPES. 


“After this close contact with stoves we became very 
observing, and then found that they assumed all sorts of 
shapes. It seemed to have been the object of the designers 
to make them appear not like stoves but like other pieces o 
furniture—cabinets, chiffoniers, bureaus, etc. In some cases 
they were marble, especially in Italy; in others, mosaic; in 
others, tile, particularly in Holland and northern Germany, 
and some, of course, in artistic pressed metal or hammered 
steel, for which the Germans are renowned, but irrespective 
of the material of which they were made, grotesqueness of 
shape and curiousness of design were everywhere evident. 
Whether it was in the Versailles or Fontainblau palaces in 
France, the emperor’s palace in Germany or in a hovel in 
Italy, the purpose was equally evident and the fact obscure 
that it was a stove. 

“What the stove-makers ever did or why the stoves were 
disguised, far be it from me to suggest, but it nevertheless is 
a fact and there you are. 

POOR HEATING IN EUROPE, 


“In conclusion, the writer’s observation is that, owing to 
the absolute lack of heating throughout Europe, stoves are 
an absolute necessity, and, like the old washboard story, 
everybody has them. 

“You see in Switzerland there are no cellars. This is 
on account of the mountainous contour of the country. In 
Italy there are no cellars, this because of the low condition 
of the country and the water streets. This is also true of 
Holland. While they have cellars in Germany and England, 
they are not used to store heating apparatus, and if there is 
one thing more than another in which all Europe combined 
is primitive in the extreme, it is in its heating. 

“Therefore, all ye stove salésmen hike and get busy; 
each go to a different clime, and if you do not sell a bunch 
of new, up-to-date and modern stoves and heat generators, 
you will have a good time anyway, and that goes no matter 
what country you strike.” 

Since our last meeting around the festive board, the 
Great Designer of the Universe has seen fit to call from our 
midst one of our most active members, who had never tired 
of advancing the interest of this association. He was a 
strong advocate of expanding the social as well as the bene- 
ficial features connected herewith, never dreaming that he 
would be the first to have his name enrolled on the Me- 
morial List of Honor. Were he here tonight the subject 
which has been allotted to me would have justly belonged 
to him, as he was a credit to our trade as a designer and 
pattern-maker, and many of the best selling stoves of today 
were of his conception and handiwork. He was held in high 
esteem and respected by all who knew him, and we cannot 
help but feel individually that we have lost a true friend, 
and collectively that this association has lost an ardent work- 
er. I refer to John K. McLaughlin, who departed this life 
August 12, 1908. May the designs which he patterned in life 
ever live on the tablets of our memory and reflect with credit 
to-the deceased brother and our individual good. 





THE DOWNS AND UPS OF THE TRAVELING 
MAN. : 


As the hills and the dales all form the earth’s plan, 
So there’re Ups and there’re Downs in the life of a man. 


The following paper was read by Hugh B. Dunlap, 
and it was listened to with intense interest by every- 
one at the banquet : 





Mr. President and fellow members of the Stove cord 
men’s Association of Pennsylvania: 


When a man’s down he’s down; 

When a man’s up he’s up; 

When. a man’s half way in between, 

He’s neither up nor down. 

As through this troublous world we go, 
There’s many a day our row is hard to hoe, 
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The. travdite man, and in this particular case we will 

_of the traveling stove salesman, has to withstand, as 

joes the stock market, the ravages of a bear movement. 

Thesé downs the salesman has to stand and come ‘through 
with the smile that won’t come off. 


TRIALS AND TRIBULATIONS. 


The downs of the>traveling man are many. He has to 
stand what a bum hotel puts up in the way of poorly made- 
up beds. He has to swallow the grub they dish up, and ap- 
pear as if he were living on food fit for the gods. Mamty’s 
the time he has to get up at 4 a. m.-in order to catch a train 
to a certain point. He often goes to this certain place and 
finds his man away for a week, or that his customer’s 
neighbors are economizing and he will tonsequently have 
enough stock till next season. 

Did you ever have a fellow want a carload of a certain 
kind of goods and find that.in your line there was something 
that would answer except for this or that particular point: 
Did you ever go to see one of your very best customers—one 
you think is all your own—and get, instead of the expected 
carload, an order for repairs, and, in order that we might 
not be entirely flabbergasted, find that he has another firm’s 
line on the floor? 


BEARING THE TRIALS WELL, 


Individually and collectively as stove salesmen we don’t 
“four-flush” ‘when it comes to taking our medicine in the 
shape of bum hotels, poor methods of transportation and 
tedious waits: The only time we feel we are eligible for 
membership in the “down and out club” or fear that we 
may be regarded as a “has-been” or a “never-wuzzer,” is 
when we don’t average one or two carloads a week more 
than we did the corresponding week of the year before. 

It has happened in our experience that we have had cer- 
tain periods where our work is laid in places where the ho- 
tels are just right. It has happened that. wé will have a 
stretch of territory where it is not necessary to get up 
earlier than 7 or 7:30 in order to make our next town, that 
every town we visit we find our man has a nice fat order 
waiting for us. 


THE BRIGHTER SIDE. 


The man you expect to sell a few carloads to if your line 
comes up to his expectations is surprised to find a man that 
has embodied all his ideas regarding stoves. “Here,” he ex- 
claims, “are two souls with but a single thought’”—at least 
about stoves. Then you land a big fat order. To cap the 
climax we get from the boss in the next weekly wage an in- 
crease of from fifteen to twenty-five dollars. Then there 
comes that period in our experience when we are not doing 
so badly and yet not so extraordinarily good—a sort of half- 
way-in-between period. It is at this time that we should 
get our hypnotic powers working among our fellow sales- 
men, meet them, give them the glad hand and the glad 
stare, make.a few passes over them, and wish that when they 
see certain customers of yours and hear that you have been 
there, they will “turn around and walk right out again.” 

Gentlemen, this is my presentation of the Downs and 
Ups. It’s a bit extravagant, but I’ve tried to treat it lightly 
and happily. What’s the use of telling you it’s a thing to 
be treated seriously. We know that it’s simply life over 
again. My advice is: “Don’t shirk your duties.”- If it’s 
necessary for us now and then to be up against it, put up 
with it graciously until conditions change. Don’t get into 
the habit of having a grouch! It’s the fellow who doesn’t 
get sore that comes’ in at the home stretch. If you'll per- 
mit me, gentlemen, I'll quote, in conclusion, from Long- 
fellow’s poem, “A Psalm of Life.” Follow his advice and 
you'll never have a grouch. 


FOUNDRY EXPERIENCE AN AID TO THE 
STOVE SALESMAN. 





'Tis well -to have theory as we plod.on our way, 
But practical knowledge makes us stronger each day. 


The following address was delivered by Joseph S. 
Wise, and his remarks elicited much applause and 
were received with enthusiasm : 


In these days when the scientific aspect of salesmanshi)) 
is uppermost in men’s minds, lectured and written about, th 
idea of foundry experience being an aid to the stove sales 
man séems to be superfluous and uncalled for. I say, seems 
to be superfluous, because we hear the lecturer, and read so 
much in the modern business magazines on topics of “Busi- 
ness Getting,” “The Men at the Front,” “In Touch with the 
Trade,” “ ompleting the Sale,” etc., that we are almost 
forced to believe that the prime requisite of the successful 
salesman consists of a lot of pet phrases and “ginger talk,” 
so that a thorough knowledge of the goods, backed up by 
personal experience, is of no essential value whatever. 
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EXPERIENCE THE BEST TEACHER. 


In my earlier days I was taught that “Experience is the 
Best Teacher,” and I believe that fact to be still true. You 
cannot have too much experience in your line. The stove 
salésman with actual foundry experience, who also possesses 
the other necessary qualifications, certainly has the advan- 
tage of the other fellow who lacks this experience. 

In every home of this broad land of ours you will find at 
least one stoye, and yet I venture to say, that very few per- 
sons using the stove daily, know or understand very much, 
if anything, about its construction. In view of this gross 
ignorance the users of our handicraft, and also in 
view of the fact that the old time stove man is almost rele- 
gated to the past, the installment and furniture man who 
usually knows very little about a stove having taken his place, 
it is doubly essential that the stove salesman, who is the 
foundry’s representative on the field, should possess a thor- 
ough and practical knowledge of the stove which he sells. 


THE SUCCESSFUL SALESMAN, 


Experience, then, fortified by kindness, civility, courtesy, 
gentleness, a smiling face, character, and tact, are the working 
tools of the successful stove salesman. Kindness and civility 
usually obtain a hearing and always count in your favor. 
Courtesy and gentleness, rather than bluster and bluff, are 
winners. A smiling face is half the battle won, while with 
character and tact, the great transaction is done. 


THE FORCE OF CHARACTER, 


. Summarizing, I believe that character, which combines all 
of the above, together with honesty and fair dealing, tact, 
good judgment, the art of handling the customer and making 
the sale, supplemented by foundry experience as_ partly 
enumerated in this short paper, is the principal element in the 
make-up of the successful stove salesman. Unlike “A little 
learning being a dangerous thing,” I believe that even a little 
foundry experience is better than none at all, that the stove 
salesman so equipped will find that he is materially aided 
thereby, and.that it will help him in obtaining a profit- 
yielding price for his goods. 





OLD IRON. 





Some things in this world are discarded when old, 
Yet the half of their worth has never been told. 


This paper was read by Joseph L. Gammel, and 
was one of the features of the banquet, Mr. Gammel 
being the recipient of many compliments upon it: 


Deep down in the bowels of mother earth, honest men, 
fulfilling the biblical injunction, earn their daily pittance 
with great*beads of perspiration glistening upon their brows. 
The result of their labors is that the ores of iron are raised 
to the top of the shaft and thence freighted away to the blast 
furnaces. In the fiery flames of these blast furnaces the iron 
is' separated from the baser materials and pored into what is 
known commercially as pig iron. 


THE EVOLUTION OF PIG IRON. 


Let us briefly trace the course that a lot of this pig iron 
takes, and then see how far it is allegorically applicable to 
human lives and human principles. 

The pig iron is shipped to foundries and then, through 
another process of purification and liquidization, is made 
ready to be poured into molds, and these will determine the 
= which the castings are to occupy in the inorganic 
world, 

We must realize that these molds and the patterns from 
which they have been made have had careful thought and 
attention from the pattern maker and the molder, and that 
every experience and all the knowledge of the ages pertain- 
ing to this particular branch are taken into consideration to 
have the castings come out in perfect shape. 

_ The casting produced, and having been passed upon as 
being as perfect as possible, we see it turned over to the 
machinist to be put upon the lathe, and there trimmed and 
turned until, with others of its class, it is ready to be set up 
in the shape of some complicated machine, which will, in- 
deed, be the admiration of the mechanical world. 

By its usé, perhaps, delicate fabrics will be produced, 
works of high art made, instruments designed without which 
‘clence and surgery would be on a par with its condition in 
the dark ages. 

_ As the years of use and wear go on and as the march 
ot time develops and improves upon the crudeness of the 
past, this machine of iron that, in its day, was the idol and 
admiration of the thousands is pushed farther back from the 
category of things useful until it is finally abandoned as an 
‘rticle that is cumbersome and out of date and fit only for 
what? Old iron. 

To the refuse pile it goes—cast aside as junk—to com- 

‘and a price, not that of a thing of novelty and merit, that 
the heydey of its usefulness it was, but the paltry sum that 
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the scrap iron buyer, with unaesthetic eye and bargaining 
propensities, is minded to offer for it. 


A METAPHORICAL COMPARISON, 


When in the process of conception we are riped, to the 
human fold is given the crude niaterial which must be mold- 
ed into a living issue for good or evil. 

For good, that we may become beacon lights to those 
about us and the greatest friend of human kind by pointing 
out the pitfalls and snares that beset the unwary traveler, 
and directing always to that better goal to which it should 
ever be true ambition’s aim to attain. 

For evil, to snatch the sunlight, the means of health and 
happiness from living mortals, and to direct them only to 
doleful dales, which never were nor ever will be the habitat 
of truth and joy. 

In the fiery flames of true parents’ love and in the hot 
blast of society’s conventions must the baser elements of the 
growing youth be burned and purged away, so that when he 
comes to man’s estate he may truly stand forth the finished 
product—the admiration of his fellow beings. And when 
this age is reached and during the period when he will be 
of service to himself and society, what must be accom- 
plished? 

In this practical, work-a-day world I do not know that 
it is always by the amount of good one does that he is 
judged. While this should be the rule and is, in reality, the 
primary object of existence, and, in the deeper thought and 
consideration, is the issue par excellence, yet so commercial 
have we become that the classes have come to view the 
masses as great human machines, which are to be run at full 
speed while life still fans the vital spark to incandescence ; 
but as soon as it begins to flicker it 1s put far down in the 
scale of usefulness and finally, when the newer and more 
energetic human machine is ready to take up the burden, the 
old one is cast aside—used-up product, product scrap hu- 
manity, if you can suffer the appellation. 

As in its years of service the iron machine turned out 
work that was useful to the world, so must human kind, in 
its years of usefulness, add to the world’s progress and man- 
fully do the world’s work. 

THE DESTINY OF IRON. 


Great iron reapers mow down the golden grain. On 
iron rails it is carried over the continent, even to the ocean’s 
edge, and from there, by the propelling power of monstrous 
engines, across the broad expanse of the pathless main it is 
carried and placed within the reach of some poor peasant in 
a foreign clime. 

Perhaps it saws the timber or quarries the stone that 
builds the city beautiful; supplies the frame that makes the 
modern sky scraper possible; enables man to enjoy the 
warmths of the cheery hearth; or may be made into death- 
dealing instruments which will bring woe and bitter pangs to 
countless thousands; or make the door which shuts from 
out the criminal’s view the glorious rays of God’s golden 
sunshine and bids him languish in. despair in a dismal dun- 
geon cell; or yet, perhaps, helps erect the edifice wherein 
man may go and, according to the dictates of his conscience, 
pour out his aims, his aspirations, his ambitions or his woes 
into the ear of an ever-listening God. 

SOLVING LIFE’S PROBLEMS. 

And so with the man, in the prime of life and in the full 
bloom of his vigor, the problems of life are to be met and 
solved; how, distance is to be conquered; how the necessi- 
ties of life are most easily put within reach of the masses; 
how the intricacies of social conventions are to be arranged 
that the morals of the young may be best conserved; how 
electrical forces are to be applied that greatest aid may be 
rendered man; how aerial navigation may be made a possi- 
ble accomplishment; how great international problems may 
be met and properly dealt with in such manner that it may 
be conclusively proven that the victories of peace and love 
are greater than those of fear and hate. 

These are the things that we must take to heart, and 
while the years of usefulness are before us, let us not shirk 
our duties, but ever be found in the front rank of progress 
fighting for the uplifting of humanity and the brotherhood 
of man. 

3ut between the time when energy begins to relax its 
grasp, when vigor is not a prominent factor in our make-up, 
when ambition begins to diminish, and the period when 
Father Time first- begins to reach towards us his scrawny 
hand, there is a “twilight zone,” a period of contemplation 
and reflection, a period when we can browse upon the diffi- 
culties of the past and set out anew for the best that the 
future holds in store for us, a period when we look back 
upon that which propelled and gave power, and look for- 
ward to the time when experience and love temper every- 
thing. 

Or if in this period we find that we drew nothing from 
the years that passed; if a barren wilderness lies all behind 
us and a.Sahara of doubt and misgivings for the future is 
all that lies before, then indeed should the Osler theory be- 
come a duty self imposed, for one who feels this way about 
the world has no place in society’s ranks. 

But when the ruddy drops no longer fill the weakening 
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heart, when the firm step gives place to one that is tottering 
and slow, when sight grows dim and men and places lose 
their charm, shall we, like old iron, be cast — the scrap 
awe H worn-out humanity to be a care and burden to the 
worl 

I feel that I should outrage the wisdom of the Godhead 
were I to see in old age only old iron. For, after all, is not 
this period needed to develop and round out the man? 


Grow old along with me! 

The best is yet to be. 

The last of life, for which the first was made, 

Our times are in his’ hand 

Who saith: “A whole I planned, 

Youth shows but half: trust God: 

See all, nor be afraid!” 

It will, I grant, be a time of sadness for him who has 
wasted all his talents, but to the man who has made the most 


of his intellect and ability it will be a time of joy, life’s gold- 
en age of rest and peace, a time when pride is had in tasks 


_ accomplished, and even those attempted with good intent and 


which were not realized. 

And when night draws her heavy robes about and all 
around us, and when mother earth claims us as her toll, let it 
be truly said of us that we did not draw ourselves up in the 
narrow confines of our own bodies, but that we were too big 
for any town, municipality or government, and were, in very 
truth, citizens of the world.

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STOVES IN TROPICAL COUNTRIEs. 





Consul Isaac A. Manning, of Cartagena, Colombia, 
furnishes the following reasons why stoves, as now 
manufactured, fai! to meet the requirements of trop- 
ice] countries. He says: 

“It is well to call attention to the comparatively 
small use of modern cooking stoves in the tropics. In 
discussing this matter recently an intelligent house- 
holder and importer made two general complaints of 
the iron stoves and steel ranges as manufactured at 
present: (1) Their excessive heat radiation, making 
them so uncomfortable to the cooks as to make the 
retention of servants who have to use them almost im- 
possible; (2) the iron and steel used in their construc- 
tion oxidizes so soon that the life of the stove or range 
is too short to make their use profitable. 

“An excellent steel range which I brought to Carta- 
gena, while apparently all right on the outside (where 
the rust can be removed), the inner linings are falling 
to pieces from oxidation. This was the experience 
also of many who bought light modern steel ranges in 
Central America, where I resided a number of years. 
Had it not been for this fact, one might lay this rapid 
deterioration to climatic conditions at Cartagena, salt 
air, etc., but in Central America the same results were 
had 150 miles inland and at an elevation of over 2,000 
feet. 

“Tt seems that a stove might be made especially for 
the tropics which would largely overcome both these 
objections. The modern steel range is so lined with 
asbestos and other fireproof material as to retain much 
of its heat, especially about the oven, and an extension 
of this idea to the fire-box and other exposed parts, as 
well as to the stovepipe for a distance, etc., should 
give a minimum of heat radiation, this also serving for 
economizing fuel. 

“To overcome the matter of decay through oxida- 
tion, one illustration should give American stove mak- 
ers a pointer: Russia-iron stove piping brought to Co- 
lombia with a stove was absolutely eaten up with rust 
at the end of six months. This was replaced with pip- 
ing made from galvanized sheets (roofing), which 
seemed to stand the wear far better. Again, the ex- 
perience of people who have used stoves and ranges 
here indicates that all linings of stoves should be of 
ratuer heavy plates. One hotel proprietor says that 
steel plates or cast iron stand much better than sheet 
steel or sheet iron, and that it is necessary to make 
stoves of heavier material for the tropics than for 
the northern climates. 

“Stoves constructed along such lines as these, to 
mect the necessities and demands of the tropics, would 
find ready sale all over Central and South America, 
where the ordinary stove does not prove popular, for 
the foregoing reasons.”

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Heating and Ventilating 


BY AUGUSTINE DAVIS. 

Autogenous welding is the welding together of two pieces 
of the same metal without the aid of metal of a different 
character, such as solder with iron. Until recently this has 
been very difficult ‘of accomplishment. About the highest 
temperature obtainable in fuel furnaces is 3,200 degrees F. 
The oxyhydrogen blowpipe increases this to approximately 
3,600 degrees F. Then comes that marvelous product of 
aluminum and iron, known as thermit, which startled the 
industrial world by its instantaneous heat production. The 
temperature produced by this material is estimated at 5,400 
degrees F. Very recently the oxyacetylene blowpipe or torch 
has been perfected, and by its means the hottest combustion 
flame known, equaling within a very few degrees the heat of 
the electric arc, which is placed at 6,300 degrees F. 

It is because of its very high temperature and the facility 
with which it can be applied that autogenous welding by the 
oxyacetylene torch is becoming common in France and Ger- 
many, and will rapidly revolutionize many kinds of metal 
working in this country. The application of very intense 
heat under perfect control directly at the point required results 
in speed and great economy, and it alsq permits many oper- 
ations that are totally impossible by the old methods. The 
portion of the iron operated on is comparatively so small in 
area that the factors of expansion and contraction are in most 
cases negligible. At the junction of the pieces united the 
metal is so homogeneous that when it is smoothed no evidence 
of a weld cam be discerned. Ordinarily, thin pieces of the 
same kind of metal that is being welded are melted in at the 
joint or fracture, so that it is built up and is actually stronger 
at this point than in other portions. 

USES AND ADVANTAGES. 

Iron, steel, bronze, brass, copper, aluminum and cast iron 
can be welded most successfully, and iron and steel can be cut 
with surprising rapidity. Welding can be done economically 
up to a thickness of 1% in., and iron can be cut to a thickness 
of to in. In one case a shaft 14 in. in diameter was welded. 
Railroad rails have been welded, and they have also been 
united by copper bands perfectly joined. The uses to which 
the oxyacetylene torch can be put advantageously are almost 
numberless. The perfect and quick repair of castings, in 
which time is of vastly greater importance than saving in 
cost, offers an inexhaustible field, and its use in foundries for 
defective castings and in smoothing projections would seem 
almost indispensable. 

The quick repair of boilers is another large field. Recently 
the boilers of a French warship were repaired at a small cost 
in two days, when the old process would have put the ship out 
of commission for a month, to say nothing of the excess. of 
cost of the repair itself. The process is used very extensively 
in France for quickly repairing automobiles, and is the only 
method by which the aluminum castings can be welded. For 
making seamless pipes and tubing nothing can equal the 
oxyacetylene torch, and in fact, it is more than likely to 
supersede riveting to a very great extent. 

LATEST OXYACETYLENE TORCH. 

The latest oxyacetylene torch is composed of a smal! 
oxygen pipe placed parallel and above a larger pipe for acety- 
lene. These pipes are joined together at one end and pro- 
vided with projections for hose connections, and at the other 
end are united with a head or chamber into which can be 
screwed the various sizes of points. These points vary in 
length from 134 to 2% in., the largest opening in the torch for 
ordinary work being not more than 1-16 in. in diameter. In 
this small space the gases are thoroughly mixed, and they 
contain the only combustible material. The rear end of these 
points when screwed into place form a gas tight point with 
the oxygen pipe, and a little forward of the junction are the 


——— 
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inlets for acetylene. The very valuable feature in these points 
is that the inlets are most accurately adjusted to admit exactly 
the proper proportions of oxygen and acetylene, and by chang- 
ing them a single torch can be given a wide range in capacity 
without disconnecting it with the supply of gases. The out- 
lets afe so proportioned that should the supply of gas by any 
means be discintinued the remaining discharge would escape 
through the nozzle without danger of backing up and making 
an explosive mixture. As an additional precaution the acety- 
lene pipe is enlarged for about 6 inches and is filled with 
porous meterial. The length of the torch over all is only 
about 14 in., so that it is very light and easily handled. 
CUTTING TORCH. 

The cutting torch has three conduits, one for acetylene 
and two for oxygen. With this torch the oxyacetylene mix- 
ture is used until the metal becomes a cherry red, when the 
pure oxygen is turned on. The oxygen unites with the carbon 
of the metal and it quickly flows away in liquid form. The 
cutting is smoothly done and the metal removed is little more 
than would be cut away by a saw. With this torch the cutting 
can be in almost any form, which would be impossible with 
a saw. 

SPEED AND. COST OF OPERATION. 

The oxyacetylene torch has been in daily use in a factory 
constantly open to the writer for some months, but, as the 
work there is of one type, it is not yet possible to determine 
accurately the speed and cost of operation from actual tests. 
Using the experience here and that of 2n expert from France 
and taking an average of the record of French results, and 
calculating acetylene at 1 per cent and oxygen at 3 cents 
per cubic foot, the accompanying table of speed and costs is 
believed to be approximately correct:

DECEPTIVE SIMPLICITY. 

The operation of the oxyacetylene process looks so ex- 
ceedingly simple that it promises to rival acetylene generation 
in disastrous financial failures to those who attempt its use 
without searching investigation as to its requirements. The 
mixture of acetylene and oxygen is not to be trifled with by 
ignorant experimenters, and it’is fortunate that the insurance 
engineers are already giving the subject their earnest atten- 
tion. Many thousands of dollars have already been lost by 
persons of more than ordinary ability and experience unsuc- 
cessfully attempting the use of this apparatus. It requires 
little reflection to realize that a flame of such intensity must 
be accurately regulated and properly manipulated or it will 
be destructive instead of useful. The oxygen and acetylene 
apparatus must be constructed to meet every requirement of 
efficiency and safety, and the man behind the torch must be 
properly instructed. Fortunately the experience of French 
and German inventors is available for constructors in this 
country, and their United States patents will afford much pro- 
tection against ¢heap imitations here. 

OBSTACLES TO RAPID DEVELOPMENT OF PROCESS. 

One of the first obstacles encountered here was insuffi- 
cient supply and high price of oxygen. Steps are now being 
taken which will place the oxygen supply on a broad, stable 
basis and at a moderate price. 

It has been found that with acetylene under pressure, as 
well as oxygen, the efficiency can be increased 12 to 20 per 
cent. Dissolved acetylene can be used to advantage, espe- 
cially when portability is desired, and a pressure generator 
has been devised that has been giving entire satisfaction for 
some weeks. 

While some good work is being done with the oxyacety- 
lene torch in this country at this time it will require several 
months of earnest effort before conditions will be entirely 
favorable to best results, Satisfactory oxygen supply is the 
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chief necessity, and several separate undertakings to this end 
are now in active progress. Great interest is manifested in 
the process by the largest concerns in the iron industry, and 
there can be no question about its rapid introdtiction, when all 
the requirements are met on a commercial basis. Attempts 
to push the business before all the difficulties are overcome 
can hardly be expected to result satisfactorily.

Joseph Schill. 

Joseph Schill, for many years president of The 
Schill Bros. Co., Crestline, Ohio, manufacturers of 
furnaces, stoves and ranges, met with an accident at 
Crestline, on Saturday evening, December 12, which 
cost him his life just twenty-four hours later, for his 
death occurred on the afternoon of December 13. 
While in the act of walking along the tracks of the 
Big Four Railroad Mr. Schill failed to get off the 
track in time to escape being hit by a fast train. It 
appears that when about to step out of the way of the 
train he slipped on the ice and fell against the fast 
moving cars. He sustained very severe injuries about 
the head and body and his left leg was all but severed 
midway between the ankle and knee. Amputation was 
found necessary, but Mr. Schill never rallied from the 
effects of the operation. 

Joseph Schill was born at Shelby Settlement, Ohio, 
on December 4, 1862. When only a boy he showed 
a disposition to get into business, and at the age of 14 
vears he went to Crestline, where he entered the store 
f his uncle, L, Schick. Four or five years later he 
cntered the employ of Jacob Sosenheimer in the hard- 
vare business where, with his brother John, he re- 
nained for four years. In 1884, Joseph and john

Schill, formed a partnership with Joseph Horning, 
and started a hardware store. Two years later Mr. 
Horning withdrew from the business and the brothers 
took in their brother Peter with them. In 1892 the 
Schill brothers entered into the manufacture of warm- 
air furnaces, after having disposed of their hardware 
business. Joseph Schill was appointed manager of the 
new firm, which seemed to have a rapid growth from 
the start. In 1899 the firm was incorporated as The 
Schill Bros. Co., with a capital of $50,000, with 
Joseph Schill, president and treasurer of the corpora- 
tion. The business grew rapidly, and a few years later 
extensive additions were made to the plant and the 


* capital stock was increased to $250,000. The Schill 


furnaces, stoves and ranges, manufactured under pat- 
ents controlled by the company, are being sold to-day 
in all parts of the United States, 

Joseph Schill was married in 1890 to Miss Margaret

Koenders at Crestline. Mrs. Schill died in 1904 and 
in 1907 Mr. Schill married Miss Rose Wonderly of 
Cleveland, who, with Mr. Schill’s father and mother, 
three sisters and four brothers, survive him. There 
probably never had been a more conspicuous figure in 
the industrial life of Crestline, Ohio; than Joseph 
Schill. For years his name had been connected with 
almost every Crestline institution. He organized many 
of the industries of that town and to them he gave his 
undivided time and attention, working hard and con- 
scientiously for their success. It is said that he was a 
stockholder in nearly every corporation.in Crestline. 
The news of Joseph Schill’s untimely death will be 
received with profound regret by the trade throughout 
the country. He was a man of high business ideals, 
and his genial disposition won him friends wherever 
he went. Few men of to-day are possessed of a great- 
er capacity for business than was Joseph Schill, and 
the marked success that has attended the career of The 
Schill Bros. Co. may well be attributed to the perse- 
verance, aggressiveness and sound business principles 
of the deceased. Interment took place on Wednesday, 
December 16.

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SOLUTION TO A. J. GETZ’S PROBLEM. 
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To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In reply to the query of A. J. Getz, of St. Louis, 
Mo., published in your issue of Nov. 28, for a pattern 
for a bell top and bead for the top of a 64-inch smoke- 
stack, I wish to submit the following easy and accu- 


rate method, and one which is applicable to all prob- 
i 
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each curve must be equal to each other, though not 
necessarily equal to those in the other curves. 
Referring to the cut, after spacing the semi-circle 
of the bead drop lines perpendicularly from the points 
in the quarter circle to the side lines of one of the 
sections in plan (which should have its center coincid- 
ing with the horizontal center line of plan). Then 
on the extended center line space off a stretchout of 
the. bead, which, in this case, is half of an 18-inch cir- 
cle, spacing the stretchout into the same number of 
equal spaces as are in the half circle of the bead. 
Place the T-square parallel with the horizontal cen- 
ter line and draw lines from the poirits found on the 
sides of the section of plan until they intersect the 
space lines of the stretchout, and a line drawn through 
these intersections gives the pattern. As the bead is a 
semi-circle, its widest point is in the middle, and while 
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lems of this nature regardless of size. Draw eleva- 
tion and plan of the shape desired. In this case I 
have drawn plans of the bell top and the bead separate- 
ly, but only to avoid confusion of lines in so small a 
drawing. p 

Space plan into any desired number of equal 
spaces, according to the number of pieces desired. 
Then space each curve in the elevation into any de- 
sired number of equal spaces, that is, the spaces in

we only have the miter lines of one-half of it in the 
plan, yet the other half is the same, therefore, we ex 
tend lines from the inner ends of the miter lines in 
plan to the end lines of stretchout, and from the outer 
ends to the center line of pattern. As the ends of eac!) 
of these sections will meet the stack at a right ang!< 
the ends of the pattern may be cut on a curve b) 
using the radius of the stack to draw the arcs a: 
shown in cut. 




































The other curves are worked out in the same way, 
but in each of these the widest portion is at one end 
instead of the middle. The curve marked A: might 
have its inner narrow end curved same radius as the 
stack to make a good fit against the top of stack, but 
the sections B do not need to be curved at either end 
—I mean they do not need to be cut on a curve, but 
both ends are cut at right angles to the horizontal cen- 
ter line. In case the iron would cut to good advantage 
it would be a good plan to make A and B in one 
piece, which may readily be done by cutting the two 
patterns separately and placing the two wide ends to- 
gether to mark out the first piece. Then make about 
a right-angle break on the line of junction, at X. 

Of course all laps must be allowed, and if of heavy 
iron, the rivet holes must be punched before form- 
ing up. 

I have only shown six spaces in each of these curves 
on account of the drawing being too small to show 
plainly a larger number. However, in drafting pat- 
terns for as large a top as Bro. Getz mentions, a 
much larger number would be best. The greater num- 
ber of spaces, if the work is carefully done, the greater 
the accuracy.

HOW TO APPLY AND MAINTAIN A TIN ROOF. 








The Berger Mfg. Co., Canton, Ohio, give the fol- 
lowing instructions on how to apply and maintain a tin 
roof. These instructions appear on the back of the 
guarantee that the company issue on their “Star- 
Spangled” terne plates. 

Structure—Sheeting to be solid, laid close and well 
covered with a good quality of felt paper. 

_ Pitch—Use flat seams, well pounded down with a 
wooden mallet, for % pitch or less. Standing seams 
where roof is more than % pitch. 

Method of Attaching—Nails should not be driven 
through the sheets under any conditions, but cleats 
used, 5 to a sheet 14 x 20, and 7 for 20x 28. 

Soldering—Solder all seams with the best half 
and half solder, using rosin flux only. Under no con- 
ditions use acid flux. Avoid having iron so hot as to 
melt coating near seams. 

Painting—Before applying give under side one coat 
of paint, and after applying, paint the outside with two 
- coats at intervals of about one week. Use best boiled 
linseed oil and metallic oxide, thoroughly mixed. Re- 
paint as frequently as climatic conditions demand and 
at no longer intervals than three years. 

Care—Rubber-soled shoes should be used in order 
to prevent scratching metal from plates. Do not allow 
linemen or other repair men to walk over roof.

expression as to the life of No. 26-gauge galvanized 
roofing, or any other product of a similar nature. Gal- 
vanized material, however, as far as our knowledge 
goes, is giving excellent satisfaction in all parts of the 
country, and we know of no reason why it should not 
last many years, and the same will apply to a good 
grade of tin roofing. 

We do not care to give any expression as to gravel 
or prepared roofings, other than to say that we think 
the great increase in sales of that class of material is 
to be attributed, to a large extent, at least, to the re- 
ducing of the weight and quality of metal material 
used for the same purpose, and we do not believe that 
the manufacturers are to blame for this, as the trade 
is constantly demanding something cheaper and the 
exception is so infrequent as to prove the rule that 
price is almost universally the rule instead of weight 
or quality, and we believe that the sooner tinners and 
sheet metal workers generally realize this fact, it will 
be for the benefit of all interested in metal goods.

Relative to the questions which were asked by Goe- 
decke & Jones of Knapp, Wis., in THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN of December 12, we would say that we think 
a No. 26-gauge galvanized standing seam roof, if put 
on in a good workmanlike manner, would last fifteen 
to twenty-five years. A good 40-lb. coated old style 
terne roof would last from twenty-five to thirty-five 
years. A good 47-lb. coated old style terne roof would 
last forty to fifty-five years. 

We do not think very much of gravel roofing unless 
it would be a five-ply roof put on in a first-class man- 
ner, which should last quite a while with frequent re- 
pairs.

Regarding the questions asked by Goedecke & Jones 
of Knapp, Wis., in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN Of De- 
cember 12, it is our opinion that a galvanized roof 
made from a perfect, galvanized sheet would last fifty 
years or more in that part of the country where G. 
& J. are located. A galvanized roof needs less care 
than other roofing, as it can stand without being 
painted for a year or two. After two years the roof 
ought to be painted and kept painted every five years. 

With reference to tin roofing, we would not advise 
tin for pitched roofs, as galvanized roofs are more 
serviceable. However, for a flat roof there is nothing 
that can equal tin roofing laid flat and well soldered. 
The lasting quality of a tin roof depends largely upon 
the grade of roofing tin that is used and the care that 
it is given. A tin roof must be painted immediately 
after it is put on and should have a coat of paint on 
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the under side before it is laid. A good tin roof with 
the proper care should last thirty to forty years. 
Gravel roofing is used considerably in larger cities 
on account of the smoke, soot and sulphuric elements 
which are hard on metals. There is a great deal of 
luck connected with gravel roofs in putting same on, 
as a great many of them leak and cause endless trouble 
to the occupants and owners of buildings.

In. answer to the inquiry of Goedecke & Jones, 
Knapp, Wis., in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of Decem- 
ber 12, will say that I repaired a roof after a hail 
storm, that was laid with Taylor’s O. S. IX tin that 
had been on 20 years, and was, to all appearances, as 
good as it was the day it was put on. It was painted 
good on the under side before laying, and had been 
painted every two years since. It was made of sheets 
14 X 20. 

I have never seen'a galvanized roof that had been 
on many years but if it is cared for the same as this 
one was, viz., painted every two years, I don’t see why 
it wouldn’t last as long, or nearly so. If the sheets 
were put on full size it couldn’t be fastened down as 
secure as the 14x20 sheets and for that reason it 
might have a tendency to buckle and crack in time 
from the expansion. . 

As for tar and gravel roofing, I don’t think it has 
any advantage over either of the others“except that 
the first cost may be less.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


There was less activity noticeable in the hardware 
trade during the last week, but the business is regard- 
ed as seasonable, as preparations are always made at 
this time of the year for the annual inventories, and 
the retail merchants are giving the greater part of 
their attention to the holiday trade. Only occasional 
sorting out orders are being placed and no new busi- 
ness is being placed except in lines for later delivery. 
Prices continue to hold steady, but there are no indica- 
tions of any general advance in the near future. Many 
manufacturers are now adding to their stocks on hand 
in order to have well-filled warehouses when the 
spring business sets in. It is expected that there will 
be renewed activity after the turn of the year. The 
market for nails appears to be in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, prices being fairly well maintained, and a much 
improved demand is expected after January 1. Cut 
nails are moving in a moderate way, with orders con- 
fined to actual requirements. In view of the con- 
tinued mild weather this month, there has been a 
fairly good demand for barb wire, some new orders 
being placed with the mills. In plain wire, business 
is generally restricted to present needs. The wire and 
wire nail mills of the American Steel & Wire Co. are 
working overtime to fill the orders on hand. It is 
said that the mills will be working double turn the 
first of the coming year..- 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full car loads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; retail- 
ers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, jobbers’ 
car load lots, $2.10; retailers’ car load lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
load lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car load lots, $2.05.

The copper market seems to be at a standstill, 
though there is no change in the attitude of either the 
large producers or consumers. The former are not 
willing to sell at the figures quoted by second-hand 
sellers and therefore are remaining out of the market 
altogether until it comes their way again. Second- 
hand interests are also finding trade very quiet and 
are not quoting over 14% cents for Lake for either 
spot or futures. The same interests are quoting elec- 
trolytic at 14.12%4@14.35 cents, as to delivery, with 
casting brands at 14@14% cents. The above quota- 
tions are for small lots from second hands, the larger 
producers still asking 15 cents for Lake, without sales. 
The London market has rallied again, the week’s oper- 
ations showing an advance of 12s 6d on spot metal 
and 10s on futures. A great deal of confidence is ex- 
pressed that the foreign market will continue to show 
strength, and that the next buying movement w'!! 
carry prices to a still higher level. At the same time 
it must be acknowledged that the continued heavy pro- 
duction in this country is not a strong bull fact«r. 
Sheet copper is firm and unchanged,- the base price 
being 19 cents. Yellow metal is firm, the quotations 
being 18 cents for dimensions, 16 cents for sheathing 
and sheathing nails, 17 cents for slating nails and |* 
cents for keel and stem metal.

PIG IRON. 

There is a fair amount of business being done in 
the pig iron market, though it is mostly in small lots 
for scattered deliveries. The large consumers appear 
to have supplied their most pressing needs, and in some 
cases have contracts on hand that will assure their 
plants a supply of iron well into the new year. Con- 
siderable iron has been sold for delivery in the first 
quarter and a fair amount of business has been placed 
for deliveries extending through the first half of the 
year, but nothing has been done for delivery beyond 
July 1, though some inquiries have come to hand. In 
the latter case buyers have shown more readiness to 
operate than the furnaces, for the latter have been 
asking a small premium for second quarter deliveries, 
while they have shown no inclination whatever to 
listen to any bids beyond the middle of the year. There 
appears to be a strong belief on the part of the makers 
of pig iron that both business and prices are sure to 
improve materially after the first of the year, and cer- 
tainly the outlook is brighter than it has been for a 
long time. 

The consumption is keeping pace with production 
very well indeed, especially in the southern field, 
where there is no accumulation of iron whatsoever. 
The Alabama furnaces are running pretty nearly 
normal and deliveries are being made about as fast as 
the iron is turned out. The Pennsylvania furnaces are 
not yet back in a normal position as regards either 
number of furnaces or the volume of iron being turned 
out, and some iron is being stacked, but the situation 
has greatly improved. 

Values appear to be very steadily maintained, and 
the tendency is still upward in spite of the quiet trade. 
Fewer of the Alabama furnaces are willing to sell at 
$13 a ton, the majority now asking $13.50 ton. Vir- 
ginia iron is firm and unchanged. Pennsylvania iron 
is quotable at $18.25@18.75 ton, New England de- 
livery. A number of the leading furnaces, North and 
South, are still out of the market.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Ths edge of the holiday time has not slackened the 
buying interest which was so much in evidence a week ago. 
Steady and strong without any undue excitement is the 
proper term. There has probably been more activity in the 
foundry and forge grades than heretofore and these are 
strong with the supply scarce. Good buying has been accom- 
plished, mostly for December and first quarter shipment. 

“The market in general at the present time is some- 
what peculiar, as published prices are being strictly adhered 
to and there is not much offering at the lowest published 
quotations. Reports indicate the continued increase of melt, 
which will probably bring the tonnage for the month to a 
high level, although it is anticipated the next week or ten 
days, on account of the holiday season, will have its effect. 

“One of the most encouraging features of recent reports 
that have come to us would indicate that the machine tool 
business, which has been at such low ebb for so long, is at 
last improving and promises held out are very encouraging. 

“Production of pig iron in November was, as anticipated, 
heavier than any month for over a year, with several addi- 
tional active furnaces. The total production was 1,580,000 
tohs, an increase of about 10,000 tons over the month before. 

“Coke is quiet, but strong. There is some demand of 
generous nature for foundry contracts and the spot business 
is moving well, although all districts are suffering from lack 
of labor. This is going to add to the usual winter season 
troubles and it should be everybody's part to discount these 
multiple difficulties all possible. The output of coke con- 
tinues to improve slowly under these conditions.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: “We have been at pains to carefully investigate 
the facts regarding the actual melting of iron and we find as 
compared with a few months ago a most satisfactory in- 
crease. Generally speaking, there has been in the past forty- 
five days an increase in the real consumption of iron be- 
tween 15 and 20 per cent, with indications favorable for a 
continued forward movement. Of course due allowance 
must be made for the usual holiday shutdowns. Consumers 
have bought iron ahead for from two to five months. 

“It is a fact that in the panic of 1907 the iron trade was 
hit harder than any other great branch of industry. The 
selling price of pig iron was literally cut in two. So far but 
little of the last values have been regained. Other lines of 
trade have relatively done much better, yet while the coun- 
try can get along for a season without a normal and neces- 
sary consumption of iron products, the time comes when they 
have to be bought. Iron wears out or machines need to be 
replaced or enlarged, or the growth of the country needs 
new systems of iron water piping, etc., etc. The wear and 
tear of iron is not as rapid and visible as wear and tear in 
other directions, but it 1s just as certain. And after a period 
of under consumption such as we have been and are still ex- 
periencing the loss has to be made good. So the iron trade 
is bound to revive and the only question is at what rate the 
betterment will come. 

“This week there has been a fair inquiry. One of the 
noticeable features has been the interest shown in prices for 
delivery over the second quarter of next year. Furnaces are 
a bit chary of making quotations that far ahead. In Bir- 
mingham the general asking price is now $13.50, as against 
$18, which ruled a week ago, and as a rule a premium is 
asked for future delivery. Northern 2 is $15.75. There is a 
very large demand for low grade iron, which is in short 


supply.”
